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Bpijile  Dedicatory, 

I  (hall  forbear  faying  any  Thing 
of  the  Ufefulnefs  of  Common-Places  in 
General,  it  being  Foreign  to  my  pre¬ 
fect  Purpofe  5  neither  is  it  my  Bufi- 
nefs  here  to  relate  how  favourably  the 
Learned,  both  Ancient  and  Modern, 
have  fpoken  of  them,  and  with  what 
Succefs  they  have  us’d ’em. 

Tt  will  be  abundantly  fufficient  to¬ 
wards  their  Recommendation  if  I  tell 
you  that  TuUy  was  One  among  the 
Former,  and  Mr.  -Locks,  among  the 
Latter/ 

But  I  dial!  refer  you  to  what  I  have 
extracted  from  the  very  Learned  Mon¬ 
sieur  U  CUrc  concerning  this  Matter, 

It  may  be  expe&ed  that  I  fhould 
give  fome  Account  of  this  Method  5 
all  that  I  ihall  fay  at  prefent  is.  That 
Mr,  Lock  having  drawn  it  up  during 
his  Travels  abroad,  communicated  it 
to  feveral  of  his  Friends,  who  mighti¬ 
ly  importun’d  him  to  make  it  Pub- 
lick  5  but  he  for  a  long  Time  declin’d 
it,’  (for  Reafons  which  you  will  find 
in  his  Epifile  prefixed  to  this  Treat]  fe  ) 
till  at  Ian,  in  Compliance  with  their 
repeated  Requefts,  he  gave  it  to  Mon- 
jSwf'  le  Ckrc9  who  in  the  Year  1686 
PubliflVd  it  in  French^  in  the  Second 
r  “  ’  .  Tome 
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Tome  of  the  Bibliotheque  Z)wver~ 
felle. 

This  Method  having  met  with  Ge¬ 
neral  Approbation  from  the  Learned, 
I  thought  it  a  Pity  that  any  Thing  of 
Mr.  Lock’s  thouM  be  hid  from  any  of 
his  Country-men,  in  an  unknown 
Tongue:  I  have  therefore  made  it 
fpeak  Englijh ,  and  taken  the  Freedom 
of  Dedicating  it  to  you,  with  the  Ad¬ 
dition  of  Two  Letters,,  (becaufe  of 
their  Publick  life)  containing  an 
extraordinary  and  rnofit  ufeful  Me¬ 
thod  how  to  Teach  Deaf  and  Dumb 


invented  by  that  Great  Man  John 
Wallk,  Dr  in  Dmwiiy,  Geometry 
Profejfor  in  Oxford ,  and  Fellow  of 
the  Royal  Society :  Who,  let  it  be 
Recorded .  to  his,  Immortal  Honour, 
was  the  Firfl  in  England  that  made 
Art  fupply  the  Defers  of  Nature ,  in 
learning  Perfons  that  were  Deaf  and 
Dumb  to  Speak  and  Write  diftin&ly 
and  intelligibly.  The  Method  that 
the  Doftor  prefcribes  is  fo  Plain,  Fa¬ 
miliar  and  Demonftrative,  that  any 
Perfon  of  Common  Ingenuity  may 
attain  this  Art  with  Eafe,  and  abun¬ 
dance  of  Pleafure.

For  it  would  be 
to  little  Purpofe  to  fpend  our  Time  in 
Reading  of  Books ,  if  we  could  not  apply 
whaf  we  read  to  our  ijfe*  It  would 
be  juft  for  all  the  W or  Id  at  ferviceable 
as  a  great  deal  of  Houfhold-Sruff,  when 
if  we  wanted  any  particular  Thing  we 
*  CoUmitUa  could  not  tell  where  to  find  it.  *  It  is 
lCr,  an  Old  Saying,  That  that  is  the  True  ft 
caf  ii.  *  Poverty,  when  if  you  have  Occafion 
for  any  Thing,  you  can’t  ufe  it,  be- 
caufe  you  know  not  where  ’tis  laid. 
Many  have  Wrote  much  on  this  Subjell, 
and  I  have  made  Trial  of  them ,  but  I 
have  never  met  with  a  better  and  more 
eafie  Method,  than  that  which  1  deceiv'd 
from  *  t  Friend,  mi  (Miji’d  in  French 
shod  of  Mr.  fame  1  ime  Jtnce.

Experience ,  this  Method,  which  is  very 
well  adapted ,  not  only  to  the  Latin,  but 
alfo  to  the  Greek  Tongue ,  to  be  extraor¬ 
dinary  ufeful.

At  the  Entrance  indeed  upon  any 
Study,  when  the  Judgment  is  not  fuffici - 
inily  confirm'd,  nor  the  Stock  of  Know¬ 
ledge  over  Urge,  fi  that  the  Students 
are  not  very  well  acquainted  with  what  is 
worth  Collectings  fiarce  any  Lhing  is  Ex- 
trailed Jbut  what  will  he  ufiful  but  for  a  lit- 
tie  while  $  becaufi  as  the  Judgment  grows 
Ripe ,*  thofi  Things  are  defpis’d  which 
before  were  had  in  efieem.

Worthy  of  Obfervation,  and  to  mark  the 
Place  of  the  Author  from  whence yon  Ex- 
traffi  it ,  for  otherwife  it  will  canfe  the 

l  ofs  of  too  mncb  Time . 

Neither  ought  anyThing  to  be  Golk&~ 
ed  whiljl  you  are  bnjied  in  Reading  *  if 
by  taking  the  Pen  in  Hand  the  Thread  of 
your  Reading  be  broken  off,  for  that  will 
make  the  Reading  both  Tedious  and  On- 

pleafant.

The  PUces  m  defign  to  extract  from 
are  to  he  marked  upon  a  piece  of  Paper t 
that  m  may  do  it  after  we  have  read  the 
Book  out  $  neither  is  it  to  he  done  juft 
after  the  Firfi  Reading  over  of  the  Book , 
hut  when  we  have  read  it  a  Jecond  time. 

Thefe  Things  it's  likely  may  feem  Mi¬ 
nute  and  Trivial ,  bat  without  3em  great 
Things  cannot  fubjtfl^and  thefe  being  neg¬ 
lected  caufe  very  great  Confufion  both  of 
Memory  and  Judgment  y  and  that  which  a- 
hove  all  Things  is  mojl  to  be  valued ,  Tojs 
of  Time. 

Some  who  otherwife  were  Men  of  mojl 
extraordinary  PartSj  by  the  Neglect  of 
thefe  things  have  committed  great  Errors , 
which  if  they  had  been  fo  happy  as  to  have 
avoided ,  they  would  have  been  much  more 
ferviceable  to  the  Learned  World,  of  id  Jo 
confequcntly  to  Mankind. 

And  in  good  Truth-,  They  who  dejpife 
fuch  Things,  do  it  not  fo  much  from  any 
greater  jljare  of  Wit  that  they  have  than 
their  Neighbours ,  as  from  Want  of  Judg. 
ment  $  whence  it  is  that  they  do  not  well 
underfland  how  r0fejttl  Things  Order 

and  Method  are .

I  put  at  the  Beginning  of  every  Fifth 
Space,  or  before  the  Middle,  One  of  the 
Twenty  Letters  which  are  defign’d  for  this 
Ufe ;  and  a  little  farther  in  every  Space, 
(hie  of  the  Vowels  in  their  Natural  Order. 
This  is  the  Index  or  Table  of  the  whole 
Volume,  be  it  of  what  Size  foever. 

The  Index  being  thus  made,  I  mark  out, 
in  the  other  Pages  of  the  Book,  the  Margin 
with  Black  Lead :  I  make  it  about  the  big- 
nefs  of  an  Inch,  or  a  little  bigger,  if  the 
Volume  be  In  holto^  but  in  a  lefs  Volume 
the  Margin  is  proportionably  lefs  alio. 

If  I  would  put  any  Thing  in  my  Com- 
mon  Place  Book,  I  look  a  Head  to  which 
I  may  refit  it,  that  I  may  be  able  to  find 
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v  5  ) 

it  when  I  have  Gccalion.  Every  Ideal 
ought  to  begin  with  lome  Conliderable 
Word  that  is  Eflemial  to  the  Matter  treated 
of,  and  of  this  Word  one  muft  carefully 
obferve  the  Firft  Letter,  and  the  Vowel 
which  follows  it  -,  for  upon  thefe  Two 
Letters  depends  the  whole  Uie  of  out  In¬ 
dex. 

I  leave  out  Three  Letters  of  the  Alpha¬ 
bet  as  ufelefs,  to  wit,  K,  Y,  W,  which 
are  fiipplied  by  C,  I,  U,  Letters  of  a  like 
Power.  I  put  the  Letter  Cf,  which  is  al¬ 
ways  followed  by  an  U  in  the  Fifth  Space 
of  Z.  By  this  throwing  of  the  Letter 
QJnto  the  la  ft  Space  of  my  Index,  I  pre- 
ferve  its  Uniformity,  and  do  not  at  all 
fhorten  the  Length  of  it ;  For  it  very  fel- 
dom  happens  that  one  meets  with  an  Head. 
that  begins  with  Z  U,  and  1  have  not 
found  fo  much  as  One  for  the  Space  of 
Five  and  Twenty  Years,  during  which 
Time  I  have  made  ufe  of  this  Method. 
Yet  neverthelels,  if  it  be  needful,  nothing 
will  hinder  but  that  you  may  put  it  in  the 
fame  Space  with  CtU,  provided  you  make 
fome  Sort  of  DiftinUion.

This  Number  of  the 
Pages  ferves  me  for  the  future  to  mark 
the  Particular  Treat!  fe  of  the  Author, 
and  the  Edition  that  1  make  ufe  of  l 
have  no  more  Need  to  mark  the  Place 
otherwife,  than  by  putting  in  the  Num¬ 
ber  of  the  Page  from  whence  I  have 
Collected  what  I  have  writ  over  the 
Number  of  the  Pages  of  the  whole  Vo¬ 
lume.  You  will  fee  an  Example  of  it 
in  Acherufia ,  where  rhe  Number  259 
is  over  the  Number  626 ,  that  is  to  fay, 
the  Number  of  the  Pages  where  the  Place 
is  that  is  treated  of  over  the  Number 
of  the  Pages  of  all  the  Volume*  So  I  not 
only  avoid  the  Trouble  of  writing  Ca¬ 
non,  &c.  bur  1  can  alfo,  by  the  Help  of 
the  liu/e  of  Three ,  find  the  fame  Pa  Page 
in  any  other  Edition  whatever,  by  look¬ 
ing  the  Number  of  Pages  thar  the  Edi¬ 
tion  I  have  not  made  ufp  of  Contains  ;

^Egyptians  are  Celebrated  j  they  carry 
the  Dead  over  the  River  Nile ,  and  the 
Marlh  Acherufm ,  and  lay  them  in  Sub¬ 
terraneous  Vaults. 


There  are  other  Stories  among  the 

Grecians  concerning  the  Shades  below, 

which  are  very  like  thofe  Stories  which 

are  invented  at  this  Day  in  Mgypt.  For

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they  call  the  Boat  which  carries  over  the 
Dead  Darts,  and  a  Piece  of  Money  is 
given  to  the  Waterman  for  his  PaiTage, 
whole  Name  in  the  Language  of  that 
Country  is  called  Charon .

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HERETICKSoLet  thofe  Petfons  rigo- 
roufly  treat  you, who  know  not  how  many 
Sighs  and  Groans  it  cofts  before  one  can 
attain  to  any  fmali  Knowledge  of  the 
Divine  Being.  Finally,  let  thole  Per- 
lons  rigoroufly  treat  you,  who  were  ne¬ 
ver  feduc'd  by  fuch  Errors  as  they  lee 
you  have  been  deceiv’d  by.  I  pals  by 
that  molt  pure  Wifdom,  to  the  Know¬ 
ledge  of  which  very  few  Spiritual  Per- 
ions  arrive  at  in  this  Life  *,  yet  although 
they  know  it  but  in  very  fmali  Meafure, 
becauft  they  are  Men,  yet  they  know 
it  without  doubting.

This  Bilhop 
lpeaking  of  the  Arian  Goths  and  Van¬ 
dals ,  They  are  a  Barbarous  People, 
lays  he,  who  have  not  any  Tafte  of  the 
Roman  Learning,  and  who  are  ignorant 
even  of  thole  Things  with  which  almoft 
all  the  reft  of  Mankind  are  acquainted  -t 
they  know  nothing  but  what  they  have 
learnt  from  their  Doctors,  and  mind 
nothing  but  what  they  have  heard  from 
them.  Whence  People  fo  ignorant  as 
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thefe  are,  find  themfelves  under  a  Ne~ 
cefifity  of  learning  the  Myfteries  of  the 
Gofpel,  rather  from  the  kftru&ions 
which  are  given  them,  than  from  the 
Reading  of  Books.-  Therefore  the  Tra¬ 
dition  and  recetv  d  Dotfriue  of  their 


Matters-  are  the  only  Rule  that  they 
follow,  becaufe  they  know  nothing  but 
what  they  have  taught ’em.

B  do  but  they  know  not  that  they  are 


fo.  he?  are  fo  indeed  in  our  Efteetn, 
but  they  don’t  at  all  believe  it  *  yea,  on 
the  contrary,  they  reckon  themfelves  to 
be  true  Catholicks,  and  Brand  us  with 
the  Title  of  Hereticks.  They  judge 
therefore  of  us  jutt  as  we  do  of  them. 
We  are  perfuaded  with  our  feives  that 
they  do  Wrong  to  the  Divine  Generati- 
on,in  maintaining  the  Sou  to  be  inferiour 
to  the  Father.  They  imagine  that  we 
derogate  from  the  Glory  of  the  Father 
becaufe  we  believe  them  to  be  Equal.

The  Firft  Synod  of  rhe  Ni- 
ccne.  Council  ordains  that  nothing  fhould 
he  laid  concerning  the  Uomoufwn  •,  the 
Second  orders  and  ordains  that  they 
fhould  fpeak  of  it  •,  the  Third  excuies 
the  Fathers  of  the  Council,  and  pretends 
that  they  took  the  Word  Oufui  limpiy  \ 
laftly,  the  Fourth,  inflead  of  excuiing, 
condemns  ’em.  As  to  the  Refemblance 
of  the  Son  with  his  Father,  which  is  the 
Confeffion  of  Faith  of  thefe  unhappy 
Times,  they  difpute  whether  he  is  like 
in  the  Whole,  or  only  in  Part.  Behold 
what  Fine  Inquirers  theft  are  into  the  Se¬ 
crets  of  Heaven !  In  the  mean  while, 
it  is  upon  the  Account  of  thefe  Confef- 
fidns  of  Faith  about  the  invifible  Myfte- 
lies  and  about  our  Faith  in  God,  that 
we  thus  Calumniate  on?  another.

I  Did  acquaint  you  a  while  fince.  That 

( befide  the  Confideration  of . , 

which  I  had  in  Hand  )  I  had  under¬ 
taken  another  Task,  (almoft  as  Hard  as 

to  make  Mr . *  underftand  Reafon)  to 

Teach  a  Perfon  Dumb  and  Deaf  to  Speak , 
and  to  Underf  and  a  Language.  Ofwhichit 
he  could  do  either, the  other  would  be  more 
eafie  *  but  his  knowing  neither  makes 
both  harder:  And  tho’  the  former  may¬ 
be  thought  the  more  difficult,  the  latter 
may  perhaps  require  as  much  of  Time. 
Tor  if  a  conlideratlo  rime  be  requifite, 
for  him  that  can  fpeak  One,  to  learn  a  Se¬ 
cond  Language,  much  more  for  him  that 
knows  None,  to  learn  the  Firft. 
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I  told  you  in  my  iaft,  that  my  Mute  was 
now  at  leaft  Sem'r&ocpU*  *  whereof  becaufe 
you  defire  a  more  particular  Information, 
I  thought  my  felf  oblig’d  to  give  you  this 
brief  Account  of  that  whole  Afiair ,  that 
you  may  at  once  perceive,  as  well  upon 
what  Confideratioiis  I  was  induced  to  At¬ 
tempt  that  Work,  and  what  I  did  propofe 
to  my  felf  as  Feafible  therein,  as  what 
Succefs  had  hitherto  attended  that  EfTay. 

The  Task  it  felf  conlifts  of  Two  very 
different  Parts,  each  of  which  doth  render 
the  other  mors  difficult.  For,  befidethat 
which  appears  upon  the  Firlt  View,  to 
teach  a  Perfon  who  cannot  Hear  to  Pro¬ 
nounce  the  Sound  of  Words  $  there  is  that 
other,  of  teaching  him  to  Underf  und  a 
Language,  and  know  the  Signification  of 
thofe  Words,  whether  Spoken  or  Written, 
whereby  he  may  both  esprels  his  own 
Scnfe,  and  underftand  the  Thoughts  of  o- 
thers  y  without  which  latter,  that  former 
were  only  to  fpeak  like  a  Parrot,  or  to 
write  like  a  Scrivener,  who  underftand  ing 
no  Language  but  LrigW\  tranfcribes  a 
Piece  of  Latin ,  Welfh,  or  Irijh  or  like  a 
Printer  of  Greek  or  Arabick,  who  knows 
neither  the  Sound  nor  Signification  of  what 
he  Printeth. 

Now  though  I  did  not  appreheftd  ei¬ 
ther  of  thefe  impoffible  ;  yet,  that  each 
of  them  doth  render  the  other  more  hard, 
was  fo  obvious  as  that  I  could  not  be  igno¬ 
rant  of  it.  F or  how  eafily  the  Under  Hand¬ 
ing 
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ing  of  a  Language  is  attain’d  by  the  Bene¬ 
fit  of  Difcourfe  we  lee  every  Day  not 
only  in  thofe  who  knowing  One 
Language  already,  are  now  to  learn  a  Se¬ 
cond  ;  but  ( which  doth  more  fefemble 
the  prelent  Cafe )  in  Children,  who  as  yet 
knowing  none,  are  now  to  learn  their  Firft 
Language. 

For  it  is  very  certain,  that  no  Two  Lan¬ 
guages  can  be  lo  much  different  the  one^ 
from  the  other,  but  that  the  Knowledge  of 
the  one  will  be  fubfervtent  to  the  Gaining 
of  the  other  ;  not  only  becaufe  there  is 
now  a  Common  Language,  wherein  the 
Teacher  may  Interpret  to  the  j  earner  the 
Signification  of  thole  Words  and  Notions 
which  he  knows  not,  and  exprels  his  own 
Thoughts  to  him;  but  like  wife  (which 
is  very  confiderable)  becaufe  the  Common 
Notions  of  Language*  wherein  all  or  molt 
Languages  do  agree,  and  alio  fo  many  of 
the  Particularities  thereof  as  are  common 
to  the  Language  he  knows  already,  and 
that  which  he  is  to  learti ,  ( which  will  be 
very  many )  are  already  known  *,  and 
therefore  a  very  confiderable  Fart  already 
difpatch’d  of  that  Work,  which  will  be 
neceffary  for  the  Teaching  of  a  Fkff  Lan¬ 
guage  to  him  who  as  yet  knows  noije. 

But  to  this  Difad  vantage  (  of'  teaching 
a  Firft  Language)  when  that  of  Deaf hefs 
is  fuperadded  it  muff  needs  augment  the 

fince  it  is  •  maimeiily  evident 
that  the  mo  ft  Advanta. 
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geous  Way  of  Teaching  a  Child  his  Firft 
Language  is  that  o\'  Perpetual  Difcourje^ 
not  only  what  is  particularly  addrefs*  d  to 
himlelf’  as  well  in  pleafing  Divertife- 
ments,  or  delightful  Sportings,  (and 
therefore  infinuares  itlelf  without  any  irk- 
fome  or  tedious  Labour)  as  what  is  direff- 
ly  intended  for  his  more  ferious  Infor¬ 
mation  :  But  that  Difcourfe  alfo  which 
paileth  between  others ,  where,  without 
Pains  or  Study,  he  takes  Notice  of  what 
A&ions  in  the  Speaker  do  accompany  fuch 
Words,  and  what  Efteffs  they  do  produce 
in  thole  to  whom  they  are  dire&ed  $  which 
doth,  by  Degrees,  inlinuate  the  Intendments 
of  thole  Words. 

And  as  that  Deafnefs  makes  it  the  more 
difficult  to  teach  him  a  Language,  fo  on 
the  other  Hand  that  Want  of  Language 
makes  it  more  hard  to  teach  him  how  to 
fpeak  or  pronounce  the  Sounds.  For  there 
being  no  other  Way  to  direft  his  Speech, 
than  by  teaching  him  how  the  Tongue, 
the  Lips,  the  Palate,  and  other  Organs  of 
Speech  are  to  be  apply’d  and  mov’d  in  the 
Forming  of  fuch  Sounds  as  are  required  j 
to  the  End  that  he  may,  by  Art,  pronounce 
thofe  Sounds  which  others  do  by  Cujlom, 
they  know  not  how.  It  may  be  thought 
hard  enough  to  exprefs  in  Writing,  even 
to  one  who  underftands  it  very  well,  thole 
veryNice  Curiofities  and  Delicacies  of  Mo¬ 
tion,  which  mult  be  pbferved  (though 
we  heed  it  not )  by  him,  who  without 
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-  _  *  P1  #  i  #  1 

Help  of  his  Ear  to  guide  his  Tongue,  fliall 
form  that  Variety  of  Sounds  we  ufe  In 
Speaking  :  Many  of  which  Curiofiues 
are  lo  Nice  and  Delicate,  and  the  Diffe¬ 
rence  in  Forming  thole  Sounds  fo  very  Sub¬ 
tile,  that  molt  of  our  felves,  who  pro¬ 
nounce  them  every  Day,  are  not  able, 
without  a  very  Serious  Confideration,  to 
give  an  Account  by  what  Art  or  Motion 
our  felves  form  them  ;  much  lets  to  teach 
another  how  it  is  to  be  done.  And  if, 
by  writing  to  one  who  understands  a  Lan¬ 
guage,  it  be  thus  difficui  t  to  give  Inftru- 
ttions,  how  without  the  Help  of  Hear¬ 
ing,  he  mult  utter  thofe  Sounds,  it  muft 
needs  increafe  the  Difficulty,  when  there 
is  no  other  Language  to  exprefs  it  in,  hut 
that  of  Dumb  Signs.  -x 

Thefe  Difficulties  (of  which  I  was  well 
aware )  did  not  yet  fo  far  di  (courage  me 
from  that  Undertaking,  but  that  I  did  ftill 
conceive  it  poffible  that  both  Parts  of  this 
Task  might  be  efteUed. 

As  to  the  Firft  of  them ;  Th o’  I  did  not 
doubt  but  that  the  Ear  doth  as  much  guk  e 
the  Tongue  in  Speaking,  as  the  Eye  doth 
the  Hand  in  Writing,  or  Haying  on  the 
Lute^  and  therefore  thofe  who  by  Acci¬ 
dent  do  wholly  lofc  their  Hearing,  foie  al- 
fo  their  Speech,  and  confequently  become 
Dumb  as  well  as  Deaf;  (for  it  is  in  a 
manner  the  fame  Difficulty  for  one  that 
Hears  not,  to  fpeak  well,  as  for  him  that 
is  Blind,  to  write  a  fair  Hand).  Yet  fines 

F  we 
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we  fee  that  Vis  poflible  for  a  Lady  to  at¬ 
tain  fo  great  a  Dexter  icy,  as,  in  the  Dark, 
to  play  on  a  Lute,  though  to  that.  Va- * 
riety  of  nimble  Motions,  the  Eyes  Dire- 
&ion,  as  well  as  the  Judgment  of  the  Ear, 
might  feem  neceffary  to  guide  the  Hand  ; 

I  did  not  think  it  impofiible,  but  that  the 
Organs  of  Speech  might  be  taught  to  ob- 
ferve  their  due  Poftures,  though  neither, 
the  Eye  behold  their  Motion,  nor  the  Ear 
difcetn  the  Sound  they  make. 

And  as  to  the  other,  that  of  Language, 
might  feem  yet  more  poflible :  For  fince 
that  in  Children,  every  Day  the  Know¬ 
ledge  of  Words,  with  their  various  Con- 
ftruQionsa.nd  Significations,  is  by  degrees 
attain’d  by  the  Ear,  fo  that  in  a  few  Years 
they  arrive  to  a  competent  Ability  of  ex- 
prefflng  themfeives  in  their  Firft  Language, 
at  leaft  as  to  the  more  ufual  Parts  and  No¬ 
tions  of  it,  why  ihould  it  be  thought 
itnpoflible  that  the  Eye  (though  with 
fome  Difed  vantage  )  might  as  well  apply 
-fuch  Complication  of  Letters,  or  other 
hara£lere,  to  reprelent  the  various  Con¬ 
ceptions  of  the  Mind,  as  the  Ear,  a  like 
Complication  of  Sounds?  For  though, 
as  things  now  are,  it  be  very  true  that 
Letters  are,  with  us,  the  immediate  Chara¬ 
cters  of  Sounds,  as  thofe  of  Sounds  are  of 
Conceptions,  yet  is  there  nothing,  in  the 
Nature  of  the  Thing  it  felf,  why  Letters . 
and  Chara&eis  might  not  as  properly  be 
applied  to  reprefent  immediately,  as  by 
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the  Intervention  of  Sounds,  what  our  Con¬ 
ceptions  are. 

Which  is  fo  great  a  Truth,  (though 
not  fo  generally  taken  Notice  of)  that 
his  practiced  every  Day  ^  not  only  by  the 
Cbinefes ,  whofe  whole  Language  is  faid 
to  be  made  up  of  Inch  Characters  as  to 
reprefent  Things  and  Notions  indepen¬ 
dent  on  the  Sound  of  Words  \  and  is  there¬ 
fore  indifferently  fpoken  by  thole  who 
differ  not  in  the  Writing  of  it ;  ( like  as 
what,  in  Figures,  we  write  i,  2,  3,  for 
One,  Two ,  Three  a  frenchman,  for  Ex¬ 
ample,  reads  Un,  Deux ,  Trots)  But,  in 
Fart,  alio  amongft  our  felves ;  as  in  the 
Numeral  Figures  now  mentioned,  and  ma¬ 
ny  other  Characters  of  Weights  and  Me¬ 
tals,  ufed  indifferently  by  divers  Nations 
to  figmfie  the  fame  Conceptions,  though 
exprefled  by  a  different  Sound  of  Words  ^ 
and  more  frequently  in  the  Practice  of 
Specious  Arithmenck,  and  Operations  of 
Algebra,  exprefled  in  luch  Symbols,  as  lo 
little  need  the  Intervention  of  Words  to 
make  known  their  Meaning,  that,  when 
different  Perfons  come  to  exprels,  in  Words 
the  Senfe  of'  thofe  Characters,  they  will  as 
little  agree  upon  the  fame  Words,  tho’ 
all  exprefs  the  fame  Senfe,  asTwo  Tranfla- 
tors  of  one  and  the  fame  Book  into  ano¬ 
ther  Language. 

And  though  I  will  not  difpute  the  Pra¬ 
ctical  Poflibility  of  introducing  an  13 rimer - 
fal  Character,  in  which  all  Nations,  tho5 
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of  different  Speech,  fhall  exprefs  their 
common  Conceptions ;  yet  that  fome  Two 
or  Three  (or  more)  Perfons  may, by  Content, 
agree  upon  fuch  Charafter^,  whereby  to  ex¬ 
prefs  each  to  other  their  Senfe  in  Writing, 
without  attending  the  Sound  of  Words,  is 
fo  far  from  an  ImpoflibUity,  that  it  mutt 
needs  be  allowed  to  be  very  Feafible,  if 
not  Facile.  And  if  it  may  be  done  by  new- 
invented  Characters,  why  not  as  well  by 
thofe  already  in  ufe?  Which  though  to 
thofe  who  know  their  common  Ufe  may 
fignifie  Sounds^  yet  to  thofe  who  know  it 
not,  or  do  not  attend  it,  may  be  as  imme¬ 
diately  applied  to  fignifie  Things  or  Noti¬ 
ons,  as  if  they  fignified  nothing  elfe  *  and 
fo  long  as  it  is  purely  Arbitrary  by  what 
Character  to  exprefs  Inch  a  Thing  or  No¬ 
tion,  we  may  as  well  make  ufe  of  that 
Character  or  Collection  of  Letters,  to  ex¬ 
prefs  the  Thing  to  the  Eyes  of  him  that  is 
Deaf,  by  which  others  exprefs  the  Sound 
or  Name  of  it  to  thofe  that  Hear.  So  that 
indeed  that  fhall  be  to  him  a  real  Chara¬ 
cter,  which  exprefleth  to  another  a  Vocal 
Sound,  but  fignifieth  to  both  the  fame 
Conception  *  which  is  to  underftand  the 
Language. 

To  thefe  Fundamental  Grounds  of  Pof- 
fibility  in  Nature,  I  may  next  add  a  Con¬ 
federation  which  made  me  think  it  Moral¬ 
ly  poffible  i  that  is,  not  impoffible  to  fuc- 
ceed  in  Pra&ice.  And  becaufe  i  am  now 
giving  an  Account  to  One  who  is  fo  good 


•  — iT  .  —i  - 
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a  Friend  to  Mathematicks,  and  Profi¬ 
cient  therein,  I  (hall  not  doubt  but  this 
Confideration  will  have  the  Force  of  a 
great  Suafiv e.  Conli dering  therefore  from 
how  few  and  defpicable  Principles  the 
whole  Body  of  Geometry,  by  continual 
Confluence,  is  inforced ;  if  fo  fair  a  Pile, 
and  curious  Strutt  are,  may  be  rais’d,  and 
(land  faft  upon  fo  fmall  a  Bottom,  I  could 
not  think  it  incredible,  that  we  might  at¬ 
tain  fome  confiderable  Succefs  in  this  De- 
fign,  how  little  foever  we  had  firft  to  be¬ 
gin  upon  $  and  from  thole  little  Attions 
and  Geftures,  which  have  a  kind  of  Na¬ 
tural  Significancy  in  them,  we  might,  if 
well  managed,  proceed  gradually  to  the 
Explication  of  a  Compleat  Language,  and 
withal  dirett:  to  thofe  Curiofities  of  Moti¬ 
on  and  Poftuie  in  the  Organs  of  Speech, 
requisite  to  the  Formation  of  a  Sound  de¬ 
li  red,  and,  fo  to  effett  both  Parts  of  what 
we  intend* 

My  next  Inducement  to  undertake  it, 
was  a  Confideration  of  the  Perfon  (  which, 
in  a  Work  of  this  Nature,  is  of  no  fmall 
Concernment)  who  wat  reprefented  to 
me  as  very  Ingenious  and  Apprehenfive, 
(  and  therefore  a  very  fit  Subjett  to  make 
an  EfTay  upon  )  and  fo  far  at  leaft  a  Ma* 
thematician  as  to  draw  Pittures  *,  wherein, 
1  was  told  he  had  attain’d  fo  good  Ability, 
which  did  induce  me  to  believe  that  he 
was  not  uncapable  of  the  Patience,  which 
will  be  neceffary  to  attend  the  Curiofity  of 
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thofe  little  Varieties  in  the  Articulation  of 
Sounds,  being  already  accuftomed  to  oh- 
ferve  and  imitate  thofe  little  Niceties  in 
a  Face,  without  which  it  is  not  poflftble  to 
Draw  a  Pifture  well. 

I  ihall  add  this  alfo,  That,  once,  he  could 
have  fpoken,  though  fo  long  ago  that  (  I 
think  )  he  doth  fcarce  remember  it.  But 
having,  by  Accident,  when  about  Five 
Years  of  Age,  loft  his  Hearing,  he  confe- 
quently  loft  his  Speech  alfo  ;  not  all  at 
once,  but  by  degrees,  in  about  hall  a 
Year’s  Time:  Which  though  it  do  con¬ 
firm  what  I  was  faying  but  now,  how  need¬ 
ful  it  is  for  the  Ear  to  guide  the  Tongue 
in  Speaking,  ( finee  that  Habit  of  Speak¬ 
ing,  which  was  attained  by  Hearing,  was 
Jolt  with-it)  and  might  therefore  difcou- 
rage  the  Underftanding  *,  yet  I  was  there¬ 
by  very  much  fecured,  that  his  Want  of 
Speech  was  bu  t  a  Consequent  of  his  W ant 
of  Hearing,  and  did  not  proceed  original¬ 
ly  from  an  Indifpofition  in  the  Organs  of 
Speech  to  form  thofe  Sounds.  And  tho7 
the  Negleft  of  it  in  his  younger  Years, 
when  the  Organs  of  Speech  being  yet  ten¬ 
der,  were  more  pliable,  might  now  render 
them  lefs  Capable  of  that  Accuratenefs 
which  thofe  of  Children  attain  unto, 
(whereof  we  have  daily  Experience,  it 
being  found  very  difficult,  if  not  impofii- 
bie,  to  teach  a  Foreigner  well  in  Years  the 
Accurate  Pronouncing  of  that  Sound  or 
Language,  which,  in  his  tender  Years,  he 
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had  not  learned )  yet  if  he  can  attain  to 
fpeak  but  fo  well,  as  a  Foreigner,  at  his 
Years,  may  learn  to  fpeak  Englijh  ;  what 
fhali  be  farther  wanting  to  that  Accurate- 
nefs  which  a  Native  from  his  Childhood 
attains  unto,  may,  to  an  indifferent  EftT 
mate,  be  very  well  diipenced  with  ? 

Having  thus  acquainted  you  with  thofe 
Confederations  which  did  induce  me  to  at¬ 
tempt  it,  left  you  may  think  1  build  too 
confidently  there  upon,  and  "judge  me  guil¬ 
ty  of  too  much  Vanity,  in  promifing  my 
felf  a  greater  Succefs  than  can  in  Reafon 
be  hoped  for,  it  will  next  be  neceffary  to 
give  you  lome  Account  what  Meafure  of 
Succefs  I  might  propofe  to  my  felf  as  pro¬ 
bable  in  fuch  an  Undertaking. 

And  as  to  the  Firft  Part  of  it,  (that  of 
Speaking)  though  I  did  believe,  that  much 
more  is  to  be  Effe&ed  than  is  commonly 
thought  Fealible ;  and  that  it  was  poflible 
for  him  fo  to  fpeak  as  to  be  underflood; 
yet  \  cannot  promife  my  felf  that  he  fhali 
fpeak  fo  Accurately,  but  that  a  Critical 
Ear  may  eafily  diicern  fome  Failures,  or 
little  Differences  from  the  ordinary  Tone 
or  Pronunciation  of  other  Men;  (fince 
that  we  fee  the  like  every  Day,  when  not 
Foreigners  only,  but  thofe  of  our  own 
Nation  in  the  remoter  Parts  of  it,  can 
hardly  fpeak  fo  Accurately,  as  not  to  dil- 
cover  a  confidetable  Difference  from  what 
is  the  common  Dialefl  or  Tone  at  "London .) 
And  this  not  only  upon  the  Confideration 
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laft  mentioned,  concerning  the  Organs  of 
Speech  Iefs  pliable  to  thole  Sounds  to 
which  they  were  not  from  the  Firft  accu* 
ftomed)  but  efpecially  upon  that  other 
Confideratton,  concerning  the  Ears  UfefuL 
nefs  to  guide  and  correCl  the  Tongue,  For 
as  I  doubt  not  but  that  a  Perfon  who  knows 
well  how  to  Write,  may  attain  by  Cuftom 
i'uch  a  Dexterity  as  to  Write  in  the  Dark 
tolerably  well,  yet  it  could  not  be  expect¬ 
ed  that  helbould  perform  it  with  the  lame 
Elegancy  as  if  he  law  the  Motions  of  his 
Hands;  fo  neither  is  it  reafonable  to  be 
expected,  that  he  who  cannot  Hear,  tho? 
he  may  know  how  to  Speak  truly,  (hould 
yet  perform  it  fo  Accurately  as  il  he  had 
the  Ad  va  ntage  of  h  i  s  Ear  alfo. 

Nor  can  1  pro  mile,  nor  indeed  hope, 
that  how  Accurately  foever  he  may  learn 
to  Speak  he  {hould  be  able  to  make  fo 
great  Hie  of  it  as  others  do.  For  finee 
that  he  cannot  Hear  what  others  lay  to 
him,  as  well  as  exprefs  his  own  Thoughts 
to  them,  he  cannot  make  fuch  life  ot  it 
in  Difcourfe  as  others  may.  And  though 
it  may  be  thought  poffible  that  he  may  in 
Time  dilcern  by  the  Motion  of  the  Lips, 
vifible  to  the  Eye,  what  is  laid  to  him, 
(of  which  I  am  loth  to  deliver  a  pofitive 


Judgment,  fince  much  may  be  fa  id  conje- 

aurally  both  Ways)  yet  this  cannot  be 

expefted,  till  at  leaf*  he  be  fo  perfeaiy 

Mailer  of  the  Language,  as  that,  by  a 

few  Letters  known,  he  may  be  able  to  fup- 
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ply  the  reft  of  the  Word  ;  and  by  a  few 
Words,  the  reft  of  the  Sentence,  or  at  lea  ft 
the  Senie  of  it,  by  a  probable  Conjecture, 

(  as  when  we  Decipher  Letters  written  in 
Cipher )  For,  that  the  Eye  can  actually 
dilcern  all  tire  Varieties  of  Motion  in  the 
Organs  of  Speech,  and  fee  whit  Sounds 
are  made .  by  rhele  Motions,  (  of  [ which 
many  are  inward,  and  are  not  expos’d  to 
the  Eye  at  all )  is  not  imaginable. 

But  as  to  the  other  Branch  of  our  De* 
fign,  concerning  the  Underlianding  of  a 
Language,  I  fee  no  Reafon  at  all  to  doubt, 
but  that  he  may  attain  This,  as  perfectly  as 
thole  that  Hear  *  and  that,  allowing-the 
like  Time  and  Exercife,  as  to  other  Men 
is  requilite  to  attain  the  Perfeftion  of  a 
Language,  and  the  Elegance  of  it,  he  may 
Underltand  as  well,  and  Write  as  good 
Language  as  other  Men  \  and  ( abating 
only  what  doth  direCtly  depend  upon 
Sound,  as  Tones,  Cadencies,  and  fuch 
Punctilio’s)  no  whit  inferior  to  wKat  he  may 
attain  to,  if  he  had  his  Hearing  as  others 
have.  And  what  I  fpeak  of  him  in  parti¬ 
cular,  l  mean  as  well  of  any  other  ingeni¬ 
ous  Perfon  in  his  Condition  ^  who,  i  be¬ 
lieve,  might  be  taught  to  ufe  their  Book 
and  Pen  as  well  as  others,  if  a  right  Courle 
were  taken  to  that  Purpofe. 

To  tell  you  next,  what  Courfe  I  have 
hitherto  ufed  towards  this  Delign,  it  will 
not  be  16  necefiary.  For  (hould  I  defcend  ro 
Particulars,  it  would  be  too  tedious  eft 
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pccially  fince  they  are  to  be  ufed  very  in* 
differently,  and  varied  as  the  prefent  Cafe 
and  Circumftance  do  require  $  and  as  to 
the  General  Way,  it  is  fufticiently  intima¬ 
ted  already. 

As  to  that  of  Speech,  I  muff  firft,  by 
the  maid  fignificant  Signs  I  can,  make  him 
to  underftand  in  what  Pofture  and  Motion 
I  would  have  him  apply  his  Tongue,  Lips, 
and  other  Organs  of  Speech,  to  the  form¬ 
ing  of  fuch  a  Sound  as  I  direfL  Which 
if  1  hit  right,  l  confirm  him  in  it ;  if  he 
mifs,  I  fignifie  to  him  in  what  he  differed 
from  my  Direction,  and  to  what  Circum- 
ftances  he  muff  attend  to  mend  it.  By 
which  Means,  with  fome  Trials  and  a 
little  Patience,  he  learns  firft  One,  then 
another  Sound  •,  and,  by  frequent  Repeti¬ 
tions,  is  confirm’d  in  it  j  or  (if  he  chance 
to  forget)  recovers  it  again. 

And  for  this  Work  I  was  fo  far  prepa¬ 
red  beforehand,  that  I  had  heretofore, 
upon  another  Occafion,  ( in  my  Treattfe 
De  Toque  la ,  prefixed  to  my  Grammar  for 
the  Engtifh  Tongue )  confidered  very  ex¬ 
actly  (what  few  Attend  to)  the  Accurate 
Formation  of  all  Sounds  in  Speaking,  (  at 
leaf!  as  to  our  own  Language,  and  thole  I 
knew  )  without  which  it  were  in  vain  to 
let  upon  the  Task.  For,  if  we  do  not  know, 
or  not  confider,  how  we  Apply  our  own  Or¬ 
gans  in  forming  thole  Sounds  we  fpeak,  it 
is  not  likely,  that  we  (hall,  this  WayTeach 
another. 

As 
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As  to  that  of  Teaching  him  the  Lan¬ 
guage,  I  muft,  (  as  Mathematicians^  do 
from  a  few  Principles  tarff  granted  )  from 
that  little  Stock  ( that  we  have  to  begin 
upon )  of  fuch  Attions  and  Geftures  as  have 
a  kind  of  Natural  Significance  or  fome 
few  Signs,  which  himfelf  had  before  ta¬ 
ken  up  to  exprefs  his  Thoughts  as  well  as 
he  could,  Proceed  to  Teach  him  what  I 
mean  by  fomewhat  elfe ;  and  lo,  by  Steps, 
to  more  and  more :  And  this,  lo  far  as 
well  I  can,  in  inch  Methods,  as  that  what 
he  knows  already  may  be  a  Step  to  what 
he  is  next  to  learn ;  as  in  Mathematicks, 
we  make  ufe,  not  of  Principles  only,  but 
Propofitions  already  demonftrated,  in  the 
Demonftration  of  that  which  follows. 

It  remains  now,  for  the  Per  feeing  the 
Accountwhich  at  prefent  you defiie  of  me, 
only  to  tell  youj  what  Progrefs  we  have  al¬ 
ready  made  i  which  had  not  your  Defires 
commanded  from  me,  I  fhould  have  re¬ 
lated  a  while  longer,  till  I  might  have 

made  it  fomewhat  Fuller. 

He  hath  been  already  with  me  fomewhat 
more  than  Two  Months,  in  which  Time, 
though  I  cannot  be  thought  to  have  Fi- 
nifhed  fuch  a  Work,  yet  the  Sucpds  is  not 
fo  little  as  to  Difcourage  the  Undertaking, 
but  as  much  as  I  could  hope  for  in  fo  lhoit 
a  Time,  and  more  than  i  did  expert.  So^ 
that  I  may  fay,  the  greateft  Difficulty  of 
both  Parts  being  almoft  over,  what  Re¬ 
mains.  is  little  more  than  the  Work  or 

G  2  Tims 
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Time  and  Exerrife.  There  is  hardly  any 
Word,  which  (with  Deliberation)  he  can¬ 
not  fpeak  i  but  to  do  it  Accurately,  and 
with  Expedition,  we  muft  allow  him  the 
Praftice  of  feme  confiderable  Time,  to 
make  it  familiar  to  him. 

And,  as  to  the  Language, though  it  were 
very  indifferent  to  him,  who  knew  none, 
which  to  begin  withal  *  yet  fince  it  is  out 
of  Queftion,  that  Englifh-  to  him,  is  like 
to  be  the  mold  Ufeful  and  Neceffary,  it 
was  not  advifeable  to  begin  With  any  other. 
Tor  though  he  can  pronounce  the  Latin 
with  much  more  Eafe,  (as  being  left  per¬ 
plexed  with  a  Multitude  of  concurring 
Confonams)  yet  this  is  a  Coniideratton  of 
much  left  Concernment  than  the  other. 

To  this  therefore  having  apply’d  hitn- 
felf,  he  hath  already  Learned  a  great  ma¬ 
ny  Words,  and,  I  may  fay,  a  eonfiderable 
Part  of  the  Enghjk,  as  to  Words  of  moft 
frequent  life  :  But  the  whole  Language 
being  fo  Copious,  tho’  otherwife  Eafie, 
will  require  a  longer  Time  to  perfe&what 
fie  hath  begun. 

And  this,  Sir,  is  the  full  Hiftory  of  our 
Progrefs  hitherto.  If  you  fhall  hereafter 
efteem  our  future  Sueceft  worthy  your  ta¬ 
king  notice  of,  you  may  command  that,  or 
what  elfe  is  within  the  Power  of

by  the  late  Ingenious  Mr.  Ol¬ 
denburg,  Secretary  of  the 
Royal  Society. 


THE  Perfon,  to  whom  the  foregoing 
Letter  doth  refer,  is  Mr*  Daniel 

Whaley ,  ( Son  of  Mr . Whaley ,  late 

of  Northampton,  and  Mayor  of  that  Town) 
He  was  ( fbon  after  the  Date  of  this  Let¬ 
ter  )  on  the  2 1  ft  of  May  1662,  prefent  at 
a  Meeting  of  the  Royal  Society,  (of  which 
the  Regift  er  of  that  Day’s  Proceedings 
takes  particular  Notice )  and  did  in  their 
Prefence,  to  their  great  Satisfaction,  pro¬ 
nounce  diftinHly  enough  fuch  Words  as 
by  the  Company  were  proposed  to  him  * 
and  though  not  altogether  with  the  ufual 
Tone  or  Accent,  yet  fo  as  eafily  to  be  un- 
derftood :  Whereupon  alfb  the  laid  Do¬ 
ctor  was,  by  the  fame  A/ferably,  encou¬ 
raged  to  purfue  what  he  had  fo  ingenioufly 
and  luccelsfully  begun.  About  the  fame 
Time  alfo  (  his  Majefty  having  heard  of  * 
it,  and  being  willing  to  fee  him  )  he  did 
the  like  feveral  Times  at  Whitehall ,  in  the 
Prefence  of  His  Maiefty,  his  Highnels 
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Prince  Rupert,  and  divers  others  of  the 
Nobility,  tho’  he  had  then  employ’d  but  a 
fmall  Time  in  acquiring  this  Ability.  In 
the  Space  of'  One  Year,  which  was  the 
Whole  Time  of  his  Stay  with  Dr,  Wallis , 
he  had  read  over  a  great  Part  of  the  Eng- 
lijb  Bible,  and  had  attain’d  fo  much  Skill, 
as  to  exprefs  him  felt  intelligibly  in  ordina¬ 
ry  Affairs  5  to  underhand  Letters  written 
to  him,  and  to  write  Anfwers  to  them, 
tho’  not  Elegantly,  yet  fo  as  to  be  under- 
flood  *  and  in  the  Prefence  of  many  Fo¬ 
reigners  (  who  out  of  Curiofity  have  come 
to  fee  him)  hath  oft-times  not  only  read 
Englijh  and  Latin  to  them,  but  pronoun¬ 
ced  the  moft  difficult  Words  of  their  Lan¬ 
guages  (even  Poiijb  it  felf)  which  they 
could  propofe  to  him.  Since  that  Time, 
tho1  he  hath  not  had  Opportunity  of  ma¬ 
king  much  farther  Improvement,  for  want 
of  an  Inftrubtor,  yet  he  doth  yet  retain 
what  he  had  attain’d  to  or  wherein  he 
may  have  forgot  the  Nicenefs  requilite  in 
the  Pronunciation  of  fbme  Sounds,  doth 
eafily  recover  it  with  a  little  Help* 

Nor  is  this  the  only  Perfon  on  whom 
the  laid  Debtor  hath  fhewed  the  Eftebl  of 
his  Skill,  but  he  hath  fince  done  the  like 
for  another,  ( a  young  Gentleman  of  a  ve¬ 
ry  good  Family  and  a  fair  Eftate )  who 
did  from  his  Birth  want  his  Hearing.  On 
this  Occafion  I  thought  it  very  fui table  to 
give  Notice  of  a  fmall  Latin  Treatife,  of 

this  fame  Author,  firtt  Publifhed  in  the 

Year 
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Year  1653,  intituled  Be  Loquela ,  [oi 
Speech  ]  prefixed  to  his  Grammar  oj  the 
Eng /i/I)  Tongue ,  written  alfo  in  Latin.  In 
which  Treatile  of  Speech ,  (  to  which"  he 
refers  in  this  Difcourfe,  and  on  Confidence 
of  which  he  durft  undertake  that  difficult 
Task )  he  doth  very  diftin£Uy  lay  down 
the  Manner  of  Forming  ail  Sounds  of  Let¬ 
ters  uluai  in  Speech,  as  well  of  the  Eng* 
lijh  as  of  other  Languages ;  which  is,  I 
think,  the  Firft  Book  ever  Publilhed  of 
that  Kind*,  (for  tho5  fome  Writers  for¬ 
merly  have  here  and  there  occafionally 
laid  fomethiog  of  the  Formation  of  fome 
particular  Letters,  yet  none,  that  I  know 
of,  had  before  him  undertaken  to  give  an 
Account  of  all.)  Whether  any  fince  him 
have  with  more  Judgment  and  Accurate- 
nefs  performed  the  fame,  I  will  not  take 
upon  me  to  determine.  In  his  Grammar 
of  the  Englifh  Tongue ,  (to  which  this  of

SIR, 

IHave  receive  your  Letter  of  Sept.  2  2. 
wherein  you  tell  me  the  Cafe  ot  a  fa¬ 
mily,  wherein  you  are  concern’d  -7 
which  is  really  very  fad.  Of  Eight  Chil¬ 
dren  now  living,  Five  are  Deaf  and  Dumb. 
(  And,  l  iuppole,  Dumb  becaufe  Deaj  ), 
You  defire  my  Directions,  how  belt  to 
fupply  that  Defeat :  Having  had  fome 
Acquaintance  (l  underftand)  with  Mr. 
Alexander  Popbani,  (who,  I  think,  is  yet 
living)  whom  (being  Born  Deaf )  I  taught 
(about  Four  or  Five  and  Yhircy  Years  ago) 
to  fpeak  diftinaiy,  ( though  I  doubt  he 
may  now  have  forgot  much  of  it  )  and  to 
underftand  a  Language,  fo  as  to  exprefs 
his  Mind  (tolerably  well)  by  Writing, 
and  to  underftand  what  is  written  to  him 
by  others.  As  i  had,  before,  taught  Mr. 

Darnel 
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Daniel  Whaley:  Who  was.  Deaf  alfo; 
but  is  lately  dead. 

Others,  who  ware  not  Deaf,  but  had 
great  impediments  in  their  Speech,  (  who 
Stutter’d  extremely.  or  who. have  not  been

able  to  pronounce  fome  Letters*)  1  have 
taught  to  Spe-ik  very  Diftinftly,  and  to 
Pronounce  thole  .Letters  which  hr  fore  they 
could  not :  So  as  perfectly  to  Conquer 
that  Difficulty  ;  at  lead:  fo  as  that  it  was 
very  little  (if  at  all)  difcern^blp. 

Some  other  Deaf  Per  Ions,  I  have  not 
attempted  teach  jng,  them  to  Speak  \  but 
only  fo  as  (in  good  Mealbre)  toqmder- 
ftar.d  a  Language,  and  to  ey.pre.ls  their 
Mind  (tolerably  well )  in  Writing.  Who 
have  thereby  attained  a  much  greater 
Meafure  of  Knowledge  in  many  Tilings, 
than  was  thought  attainable  to  Per  Ions  in 
their  Circutnftances  ;  and  t  : corps  capable 
(upon  farther  Improvement  )  of  Dch  fur¬ 
ther  Knowledge  as  is  attainable  by  Ivead- 
ing. 

The  former  Part  of  this  Work  ( teach¬ 
ing  to  Speak ,  or  to  /peak  Fuiin  )  is  to  be 
done,  by  Directing  them  to  Apply  their 
Tongue,  Lips,  and  other  Organs  of  Speech, 
to  fuch  Poftures  and  Motions*  as  are  pro¬ 
per  for  the  Formation  of  fuch  and  fuch 
Sounds  (refpeflivelv)  as  ere  u  led  in  Speech, 
And,  then ,  theBrearh,  emitted  from  the 
Lungs,  will  Form  thole  Sounds  v  whether 
the  Petfon  Speaking  do  hear  hirnfdf,  or 
not. 

:  H  Of 
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wMefi  reifee&we  Formation,  of  all 
Sounds  commonly  ufed  in  Speech,  I  have 
given  a  full  Account  (  and,  I  think,  I  am 
the  Fir  ft  who  have  done  it)  in  my  Trea- 
tife  De  Loqiieh  prefixed  to  my  Grammar 
of  the  E'nghjh  Tongue  firft  Published  in 
the  Year  1653.  In  Purfuance  of  which, 

I  attempted  the  Teaching  of  Deaf  Perfons 
to  (peak. 

And  this  is  indeed  the  {hotter  Work 
of  the  Two.  (However  looked  up¬ 
on  the  ttnoie  Stupendous.  )  But  this, 
without  the  other,  would  be  of  little 
Ufe.  For,  to  pronounce  Words  only  as  a 
Parrot,  without  knowing  what  they  figni- 
he,  would  do  ns  but  little  Service.  And 
it  would  by  Degrees  (without a  Dire 6t or 
to  corre&  Mifi'akes)  come  to  be  loft  in 
Part.  For,  like  as  one  who  Writes  a  fair 
Hand,  if  he  become  Blind,  would  foon 
forget  the  exafl  Draught  of  his  Letters, 
for  want  of  an  Eye  to  direft  his  Hand  : 
So  he,  who  doth  not  Hear  himfelf  Speak, ^ 
muff  need  she  apt  to  forget  theNicenefs  of 
Formation,  (without  a  Prompter)  for 
want  of  an  Ear  to  regulate  his  Tongue. 

The  other  Part  of  the  Work  ( to  teach 
a  Language)  is  what  you  now  inquire  a- 
bout. 

In  order  to  this ;  it  is  Necefiary  in  the 
Firft  Place,  That  the  Deaf  Perfcn  be 
taught  to  Write.  That  there  may  befome- 
what  to  exprefs  to  the  Eye,  what  the 
Sound  (of  Loners)  reprefents  to  the  Ear. 
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'Twill  next  be  very  Convenient  (be- 
caufe  Pen  and  Ink  is  not  ylwiiyS  ht  Hand) 
that  he  be  taught,  How  to  dehgn  .  aeh  Let¬ 
ter,  by  fome  certain  Place,  Pdiitfon,  or 
Motion  of  a  Finger,  Hand,  or  other  l  art 
of  the  Body  ;  (  which  may  ferve  inftead 
of  Writing.)  As  for  I f  fiance,  T he  Five 
Vowels  a  eip.u-j  by  pointing  to  the  Top 
of  the  Five  Fingers  :  And  the  other  Let¬ 
ters  bed,  etc,  by  fuch  other  Place  or  Pq- 
fture  of  a  Finger,  or  other  wife,  as  ftfell  hte 
agreed  upon. 

After  this;  a  Language  is  to  be  taught 
this  Dtuf  perfon,  by  like  Methods  as  Chil¬ 
dren  are  at  full  taught  a  Language  5  (tbo5 
the  Thing  perhaps  be  not  heeded  )  Only 
with  this  Difference :  Children  learn 
Sounds  by  the  Ear ;  but  the  Deaf  Per  Dp 
is  to  learn  Marks  (of  thofe  Sounds)  by 
the  Eye.  But  both  the  one  and  the  other, 
do  equally  fignifie  the  lame  Things  or  No¬ 
tions  5  and  are  equally  ( figmjicanua  ad 
placitum  )  of  meer  Arbitrary  Significati¬ 
on. 

’TIs  then  moft  natural  (as  Children 
learn  the  Names  of  Things)  to  furniik 
him  (by  Degrees)  with  a  1\  amend  at  or  ; 

containing  a  competent  Number  of  Names 

of  Things  common  and  obvious  to  the  Eye  * 
(that  you  may  Ihew  the  Thing  an lwering 
to  Inch  a  Name.)  And  theje  digefted  un¬ 
der  convenient  Titles ;  and  placed  (  under 
them)  in  luch  convenient  Order,  ( in  (e- 
veral  Columnes,  or  other  ordeily  Situati- 
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on  in  the  Paper)  as  ( b*  their  Pofition  ) 
belt  to  exprefs,  to  the  Eye,  their  Relation 
or  Refpeft  to  one  another.  As,  Contraries 
or  Correlatives ,  one  over  againft  the  other $ 
Subordinates  or  Appurtenances,  under  their 
Principals.  Which  may  ferve  as  a  kind  of 
laical'  Memory. 

Thus,  ( in  one  Paper )  under  the  Title

The  Preter  Tenjc ,  and  the  Pa  five  Par¬ 
ticiple,  are  formed  (regularly)  by  adding 
ed.  But  are  oft  fubjeft  to  Contractions, 
and  other  Irregularities,  ( Sometime,  the 
lame  in  both  •,  fometimej  different,)  .  And 
therefore  it  is  convenient,  here,  to  give  a 
Table  of  Verbs  (efpecially  the  moft  ufur 
al)  for  thole  Three  Cafes.  (Which 
may,  at  once,  teach  their  Signification , 
and  Formation.)  As,  Boil,  boiled,  boiled  •, 
Ro ft,  rafted,  rofted-,  Bake,  baked \  baked. 
Sic.  Teach,  taught ,  taught ;  Bring,  brought , 
brought  Buy,  bought ,  bought ,  Sic.  See, 
Jaw ,  Jeen  *,  Give,  gave ,  give n %  1  ake,  took, 
taken  \  Forfake ,  forjook ,  forf alien  \  Writ , 
wrote,  written,  & c.

The  Verbs  being  thus  difpatched ;  he  is 
then  to  learn  the  Prepofnions.

In  the  laft  Place;  he  is  (in  like  man- 
4  ner  )  to  be  taught  Conjunct  one,  (  Which 
lerve  to  connect,  not  Words  only,  but  Sen¬ 
tences.  )  As,  And,  alfo ,  hkemfe  ;  Either, 
or,  whether  ;  Neither,  nor ;  If,  then  t, 
Why ,  (  wherefore ,)  becaufe ,  therefore  ; 
But,  through ,  yet,  See.  And  thele  ill  nitra¬ 
ted  by  convenient  Examples,  in  each  Cafe, 
As, 

Becaufe  I  am  cold  ;  therefore  l  go  to 
the  Fire ;  that  I  may  be  warm  ;  For  it  is 
cold  Weather. 

If  it  were  fair,  then  it  would  be  good 
walking :  But  (  however )  though  it  rain, 
yet  I  muft  go ;  becaufe  I  promiied.  With 
other  like  Infiances. 

And,  by  this  time,  bis  Book,  ( if  well 
furnifhed  with  plenty  of  Words ;  and 
thofe  well  digefted,  under  feveral  Heads, 
and  in  good  Order;  and  well  recruited, 
from  time  to  time,  as  new  Words  occur  • ) 
will  lerve  him  in  the  Nature  of  a  DAao- 
nary  and  Grammar ,

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An d,  in  Cate  the  Deaf  Ferfon  be  other- 
wife  of  a  good  Natural  Capacity  *  and 
the  Teacher  of  a  good  Sagacity  By  this 
Method  ( proceeding  gradually,  Hep  by 
ftep,)  you  may  ( with  Diligence  and  due 
Application,  of  Teacher  and  Learner,  )  in 
a  Year’s  Time,  or  thereabouts,  perceive  a 
greater  Progrefs  than  you  would  expeft : 
and  a  good  Foundation  laid  for  further  In* 
ftru&ion,  in  Matters  of  Religion ,  and  other 
Knowledge  which  may  be  taught  by  Books. 

It  will  be  convenient,  all  along,  to  have 
Pen, Ink  and  Paper  ready  at  Hand^to  write 
down  in  Words,  what  you  lignirie  to  him 
by  Signs;  and  caufe  Him  to  write,  (or 
Ihew  him  how  to  write)  what  He  figni- 
fies  by  Signs.  Which  way  (  of  fignify- 
ing  their  Mind  by  Signs )  Deaf  perfons 
are  often  vtrv  good  at.  And  we  muft  en¬ 
deavour  to  learn  their  Language,  (if  I 
may  fo  call  it  )  in  order  to  teach  them 
ours  .  By  (hewing  what  Words  anfwer 
to  their  Signs. 

’Twill  be  convenient  alfo,  as  you  goa- 
long ,  ( after  fome  convenient  progrefs 
made )  to  exprels  ( in  as  plain  Language 
as  may  be)  the  import  of  lome  of  the 
Tables.  As,  for  inftance, 

The  Head  is  the  Higheft  part  of  the 
Body  •,  the  Foe:,  the  Loweft  part;  The 
face  is  the  Fore-part  °f  the  Head-,  The

And  fuch  plain  Difcourfe ,  put  into 
Writing,  and  particularly  explain’d  ^  will 
teach  him  by  Degrees  to  u  iderftand  Plain 
Sentences.  And  like  Advantages,  a  Saga¬ 
cious  Teacher,  may  take  as  Occufion  of¬ 
fers  it  felf  from  time  to  time. 

Thus  I  have,  in  a  long  better ,  given 
you  a  Short  Account  of  my  Methods, 
(  ufed,  in  fuch  Cafes,  with  good  Succefs ) 
which  to  do  at  Large,  would  require  a 
Book. 

1  have  taken  the  pains  to  draw  up  this 
Method,  ( which  is  what  I  have  purfued 
my  felf  in  the  like  Cafe  )  as  appprehend- 
ing  it  may  be  of  ufe  to  fome  others  when  1 
am  dead .  And  I  am  not  defirous  it  fhould 
die  with  me. 

And  I  have  done  it  as  plainly  as  T  could, 
that  it  may  be  the  better  underftood. 

I  have  given  only  fome  Ihort  Specimens 
of  fuch  Tables  as  I  had  made  for  my  own 
Ule,  and  the  Ufe  of  thole  whom  1  was  to 
inftrufr  *  but  to  gi  ve  diem  at  large,  would 
be  more  than  the  Work  of  a  Letter  *  and 
they  are  to  be  varied,  as  the  Circumftan- 
ces  of  the  Perfons,  and  the  Places  may  re¬ 
quire,  or  the  Prudence  of  a  Teacher  lhali 
find  expedient. 

It  is  ad j  ufted  to  the  Englijh  Tongue,  be- 
caufe  fuch  were  the  Per  Ions  I  had  to  deal 
with. 
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To  thole  of  another  Language,  it  mu  ft 
be  fo  altered  as  fucli  Language  requires. 
And  perhaps  will  not  be  fo  eafily  done 
for  another  Language  as  for  the  Eng- 
tijh.  The  Flexion  of  Nouns,  the  Con  juga¬ 
tion  of  Verbs,  the  Difference  of  Genders, 
the  Variety  of  Syntax,  &c.  doth  in  other 
Languages  give  a  great  deal  of  Trouble, 
which  the  Simplicity  of  our  Language 
doth  free  us  from*  But  this  is  not  my 
prefent  Bufmefs.
